In submitting our annual report of the financial condition 
of the Town, we think that justice requires that we should 
make a few explanations of the unusually large expenditures 
in some departments. especially in the highways and bridges, 
and pauper departments. The expenditures on the roads 
and bridges include the following items which may properly 
be called extraordinary and the results of which, are either 
permanent or will continue for a term’ of years, and in our 
judgment were absolutely necessary for a safe and economi- 
cal management of the interests committed to our care.

We have sought to make the above statement more nearly accurate than 
usual. But the majority of the registers, us made out by the teachers, have 
contained serious errors, which have made us much trouble, and possibly 
we may not have succeeded in eliminating them all Scholars by promo- 
tion, and by attending school in twe or more districts, are likely to be 
counted twice or even three times. There seems to be no adequate way 
but to give the true numbers and the augmented numbers in separate col- 
umns. This we have done. The true numbers, if correctly reported by the 
teachers, all found in the column marked ‘*Whole No. Scholars.” 

The augmented number, representing the actual strength of each school, 
is found in the column marked ‘“‘Reading and Spelling.” The assumption be- 
ing that all the scholars of each school study reading and speiling in some 
form, we thus avoid the necessity of another column to indicate the number 
attending to these foundation studies.

We have sought to make this Roll accurate. Should im- 
portant omissions be noted, they may be reported to us, and 
we will make corrections in the next Report. 

This Roll is by no means considered an absolute standard — 
of merit. Many have failed to come upon this Roll by no 
fault whatever on their part. <A railroad accident in one 
case detained one scholar a single day. In another case two 
were detained one day by a funeral. Sickness in other cases 
was alike a source of disappointment. | 

In some districts there have been but two terms of school: 
In such cases the figures 1 and 2 may be considered to indi- 
cate the same degree of excellence as 1, 2 and 3 would in ~ 
other cases. 

When promotions are made during the first two weeks of 
the term, each scholar’s record for those few days before pro- 
motion should be counted as an integral part of his record i in 
the schooi to which he is advanced. 

The average attendance of all the schools has Weed 432, 
a slight falling off from the report of last year. 

Irregularity of attendance is.a very great evil. Parents 
ought not to keep their-children out of school a single day, 
if it can be avoided. Scholars who lose occasionally a day, 
inevitably lose in scholarship, and very likely become dis- 
couraged and demoralized. me 

Regularity and punctuality are cardinal virtues, and should 
be seduously cultivated, in all our schools, and encouraged 
by the parents and guardians at home. 

The school year has been one of good work on the whole, 
and of good results. Some teachers have a very much bet- 
ter faculty for teaching than others, and some teachers are 
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growing teachers, rising in the scale of knowledge and efli- 
ciency from term to term; while others seem to add little to 
their capital stock from year to year. 

All teachers ought to be gaining in breadth and thorough- 
ness of knowledge, and in real efficiency in the management 
of schools. The annual examination of teachers will be held 
in the High school room, Saturday. the 7th of April, at 9 
o'clock in the morning. All who purpose to teach in town 
during the year, are requested to be present at that time. 
The examination will be in writing, and the standing of each 
teacher will be reported to that teacher. We ask all the can- 
_didates to make sure that they are thoroughly acquainted 
with the history of the United States. before they present 
themselves again. Also that they come prepared to take 
lessons as to the way to attain accuracy in the making out 
of the school registers. The registers are so persistently 
faulty that ‘‘a new leaf” must be turned over the ensuing 
year. 

The Committee have been put to great inconvenience by 
some teachers seeking private examination instead of pre- 
senting themselves at the appointed time. It is hoped that 
the publication of the time and place in this Report will be 
noted, and that all who expect or hope to teach during the 
year will present themselves punctually. 

In some states the teacher who is examined privately, is 
expected to pay for the certificate, as an offset to the extra 
trouble thus made. 

It is hoped that we shall have no occasion to establish such 
a rule here. And yet we must say, that heretofore we have 
been subjected to great inconvenience, by being every now 
and then obliged to give nearly half a day to the examination 
of a single teacher. 

Teachers should be careful to notify the Committee as to 
the time when their schools are to commence, and when they _ 
are to close, and in the latter case they should consult with 
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us as to the time of examination, else we may not be able to 
be present. 

Many of the teachers show a most commendable and _ self- 
sacrificing interest in their scholars, in ee prizes for ex- 
cellence in spelling, writing, ete. | 

In such cases we would suggest that the count be closed 
with the day preceding examination, that the scholars, on 
examination day, may be as free as possible from anxiety and 
embarrassment. , | 

In the work of the scholars there are two things to be kept 
in mind, viz.: thoroughness and comprehensiveness, or, in 
other words, quality an quantity. If the lessons are not well 
mastered, the work is a failure, and if the lessons are not 
long enough, the work is so far forth a failure, though the ex- 
amination may be even unusually attractive. If in some 
eases scholars have not had sufficient work assigned to them, 
it is much to be regretted. The class-books are very impor- 
tant indexes in this regard, and should be promptly filled 
out and always ready for inspection by the committee, that 
they may gauge the quantity as well as quality of work done. 

It isa great pity that any scholar should not have enough 
to do. And many a scholar can do vastly more than he 
thinks he can. if the teacher has the requisite push and tact. 
We recognize the impossibility of grading or classifying, or 
giving lessons according to the exact capacity of each scholar. 
The work of the class must be adapted to the average ability 
of its members; while a few could do more, and a few would 
be better off if required to do less. But to adapt the whole scale 
of effort to the capacity of the weakest, would be a serious 
wrong to the rest. It is a question whether the policy of 
some teachers has not at least bordered on this mistakey 

Teachers should be very careful to cultivate self-reliance, 
and definiteness of knowledge on the part of the scholars. 
Leading questions, or those which in the form or manner of 
asking reveal the answer desired, should be avoided. And 
the scholar should not be allowed to depend upon the look of 
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the teacher for assurance. His assurance should be that of 
definite knowledge. Guess work in the school room is 
always bad. So is the practice of helping out by giving the 
answer sought from the scholar, or a part of it. These sug- 
gestions are made in the spirit of helpfulness rather than 
criticism. We recognize the fact that the teacher’s work is 
an arduous one, and often poorly appreciated and poorly 
paid. 

The exigencies and the steady strain of the school room re- 
quire large measures of patience, zeal. and practical wisdom, 
in order to succeed, and we are pleased that our teachers 
bear the test so well. 

Several of our school houses are unfit for school purposes, 
and ought to be repaired or replaced by new buildings imme- 
diately. 

No. 1, has avery cozy little school house recently built, 
which the scholars and teachers seem to have appreciated 
very much. 

The school house in No. 18, built several years ago with 
wise forethought for the future, is one of our best school 
buildings, and is a credit to the district. By some strange 
mistake, the blackboards in it are about two feet too high 
for the scholars and ought to be brought down within reach. 

The rooms of the lower department of No. 3 are now over- 
crowded, and an additional room is needed for scholars below 
the Grammar grade. As things now are in the Primary and 
Intermediate rooms, the grading is not adequate, the teachers 
are overworked and the Intermediate scholars, by the mere 
pressure of numbers, are pushed up into the Grammar de- 
partment too soon. Thus the whole educational movement 
from the Primary to the High school is made to suffer. 

‘The real names (not the pet names) of scholars should go 
into the Registers. ‘The first and the last name should be 
written in full, with the proper initials for the middle names. 
This is very desirable, as the Registers are kept on file for 
reference. 
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Teachers will please remember. to fill out the Registers 
carefully, not omitting the ‘‘totals for the year,” and the va- 
rious answers required. Wenced them all in making out our 


reports to the Town and to the State.

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Both the High school and Grammar department, have done 
most excellent work, as usual. 

Teachers and scholars are to be highly commended and 
congratulated. The average attendance, as will be seen, ap- 
pears somewhat to disadvantage on account of extreme irreg- 
ularity on the part of two or three pupils. Some remedy 
for unnecessary absence from school work is deemed impera- 
tive, and we would suggest that the remedy is wholly with 
the delinquent, and hope it will be applied. 

The discipline of these schools is excellent, and their gen- 
eral tone, as well as progress made in the various branches 
taught, affords just grounds for pride on the part of every 
citizen. 

The Primary and Intermediate schools, occupying rooms 
in the same building, and constituting, in an important sense, 
a part of the same system, are entitled to the same commen- — 
dation. 

The advantages of well taught graded schools, we are glad 
to know, are being more and more appreciated by the parents 
and guardians of our children, and it is hoped that every boy 
and girl in our good old town will be able, in a greater or less 
degree, to avail themselves of the superior advantages which 
this, their own excellent school affords.

Whole number of scholars in the High school, 57; average 
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attendance, 40: Grammar department, 50; average, 29; to- 
tal, 107. Deduct 13, twice counted through promotion, leaves 
94, the actual number of different pupils for the year. 

In the High school, the number of scholars pursuing studies 
not reported in the tabular statement, are as follows: Ancient 
History, 14; Physiology, 3; Book-Keeping, 32; Algebra, 18; 
Geometry, 18; Latin, 16;. Philosophy, 32; Chemistry, 17: 
Botany, 14; Civil Government, 19; Rhetoric, 2. 

The studies of the Grammar department are: Reading, 
Spelling, Writing, Arithmetic, Grammar and Geography. 
Candidates for admission to this department are examined at 
the beginning of the school year, by written examination, in 
Geography, Grammar, and in Arithmetic as far as Reduc- 
tion of Compound Numbers. Scholars in either deparment 
who are absent from the examinations at the close of the 
_ terms, or who fail to pass them satisfactorily, are required to 
make up those examinations in order to go on in their classes. 
Those entering after the commencement of any term, will be 
examined to the point reached by the class they desire to join. 

Tuition scholars, who intend to complete the entire course, 
will be examined for the position they wish to take. Other 
tuition scholars will not be examined any farther than is nec- 
essary in order to assign them to appropriate classes. 

Spring term commences Monday, March 26. We most 
sincerely hope that the citizens of the town will feel that the 
excellent work accomplished by these schools the past year, 
and the still more excellent work destined to. be accomplished 
n the future, will warrant them in providing with their usual 
liberality for the support of this indispensable factor in the 
work of making men and women, worthy the citizenship’ of 
the future.
